You are hereby authorized and requested to proceed to the Mints at Carson, Nevada, and 
San Francisco, Cal., to assist Hon. F. A. Vanderlip in making such examinations and 
investigations into the above named institutions as he may desire. 

While at Carson you will weigh and count the bullion and coin in the hands of the 
Superintendent (except silver dollars in vaults under seal) and ascertain if the same agrees with 
the balances called for by the books. 

In addition to such duties as may be assigned you by Mr. Vanderlip at San Francisco, you 
will witness the settlement between the operative officers and Superintendent at the close of the 
fiscal year. After the delivery by the operative officers, you will weigh and count the bullion and 
coin in the hands of the Superintendent (except silver dollars stored in the vaults, under the seal 
of representatives of this Bureau and the Superintendent) to ascertain if the balances on hand 
agree with the amounts called for by the books.
